Mist Laura Gregg, of Kansas City, 
Gave a Powerful Address, and 
Short Talks Mads by Other 
Believers In Movement. 


In the lecture room of the Christian 
church there was held on Saturday 
morning a meeting in the interest of 
equal suffrage. The meeting was pre­ 
sided over by Mrs. Robert Atkinson, 
of St. Louis, state president of the 
Equal Suffrage association, and while 
the attendance was small, the interest 
was great. 
Miss Laura Gregg, of Kansas City, 
spoke for forty minutes, and so quiet 
her manner, so strong her arguments, 
that it seemed more like ten min­ 
utes. 
Part of her speech is given: 
“in the beginning of the last cen­ 
tury, woman was described as being 
dead. In the eyes of the law she had 
no legal existence. She belonged to 
man—in her girlhood to her lather; 
at marriage she was given to her hus 
band, so that she 
was 
absolutely 
owned by man. 
“At that time there were only sev­ 
en vocations open to women by which 
she could make her living, and her 
wages from one to two dollars a 
week. She could not collect her own 
wages, hut her husband or father 
could take them to spend as he chose. 
Man could say what clothes hit fain 
ily must wear, what food they Fhould 
eat, and lf the husband and wife dif 
feted In religious belief the law com­ 
pelled the mother to teach the father’s 
faith. . 
“The first women’s organisation 
grew out of the sending of a woman 
delegate to .the anti-slavery associa­ 
tion In Loh^oq. where she was tefused 
a seat on .the floor. 
This was in 
1848. We do not realize how much 
Mm' women of . the past, generations 
have suffered to give us the privileges 
we now have. 
“Women have always been the man 
iifacturers and men the producers. In 
the early days she spun, wove and

Now that Pettis county's first rock 
roads campaign is over and the fog

Men whose mental caliber 
and position enabled them to ascer­ 
tain and know the facts in relation 
to the proposed bond issue peddled 
statements they knew to be absolute­ 
ly false for the sole purpose of avoid­ 
ing payment of the taxes implied. 
One of these statements was that 
the bond issue would place a burden 
of 50 cents per year on each acre of 
land; another was that ii would be 
2 per cent a year on each dollar of 
property; another, that the county 
court could not legally expend any 
of the proceeds of the bond issue 
within the twelve-mile road district; 
another, that construction 
on

costly, and one of the 'most beautiful 
buildings designed for 
its 
specific 
uses in the world, will be dedicated 
to the instruction and 
the 
conven­ 
ience of the public on Wednesday 
of this week by President Taft, Gov­ 
ernor Dir, Mayor Gaynor, and a dis­ 
tinguished representation of the cul­ 
ture of the entire nation. 
It holds 
shelf room for 3,500,000 volumes; it 
has floor space of 375,000 feet, as 
against 326,000 feet in the Congres­ 
sional library at Washington, and it 
has cost for erection merely more 
than $10,000,00, a figure which, when 
all details have been 
attended 
to, 
may rise to $12,000*000. The land on 
which it stands—fronting two blocks 
on Fifth avenuer between 40th and 
42nd. streets, was 
last 
valued 
at 
$20,000,0<J0. 
T hree 
foundations, ^originating in 
private beneficience, merge 
in 
the 
present public foundation—The Astor 
library, incorporated in 
1849; 
the 
Lenox library, incorparated in 1870; 
and the Tilden Trust, incorporated 
in 1887. 
The 
city, 
empowered 
by 
special act of legislature, gave the 
land and defrayed the cost of erec­ 
tion. 
Carrere and Hastings * were the 
architects. 
John Carrere, one of the 
nioving spirits in the American re­ 
naissance of the present generation, 
was rund down by a taxicab and died 
before ho could see his greatest work 
established as a part of the life of 
the community. 
Nine years ago n ex t November the 
cornerstone was laid by Mayor Seth 
Low. 
Since then criticism has been 
abundant, not alfajrs well informed 
.and often conflicting. In great meas­ 
ure the public has been hampered in 
any true appreciation of th e -building 
as a whole by the fragmentary and 
ragged state of its approaches. 
Said 
John W. Alexander the painter “The 
public library reminds me of a beau­ 
tiful woman who hasn’t 
kept 
her 
finger nails clean.”

that 
ha3 
now been done away w ith.4 The ap­ 
proaches have been cleared and the 
building stands free to 
the 
public 
gaze as the architects planned. 
The exterior is exclusively of white 
marble. 
Very little of anything else 
has been used inside or out, although 
colored marbles, both native and for­ 
eign, soft limestone and woodwork 
have been freely employed as decora­ 
tive accessories.. The library stands 
3^0 feet long on Fifth avenue, and 
270 feet deep, omitting the two inter­ 
ior courtyards, carved out 
of 
the 
main block for light and air^it covers 
a superficial area of 115,000 square 
feet, and h?.s floor space of 375,000 
rquare fee*. 
It took 300,000 tons of 
white Vermont marble to build it, 
not counting 150,000 cubic 
feet 
re­ 
jected because of flaws. All the mar­ 
ble was exposed to elements for a 
year or more to test its qualities of 
endurance. 
When the builder took 
the contract he bought the quary out­ 
right, roofed it over abd worked it 
night and day, summer and winter.

Louis, Mo., May 20.—One of the 
inexplicable 
arrangements 
In 
connection wiih the express business 
of the United States, and one probably 
disclosing an unexpected ai Lu at ion* 
is that existing between the principal 
Gould railroads and the Wells Fargo 
& Co. Express. Beginning July I, the 
Wells Fargo A Co. Express will dis­ 
place the Pacific Express company on 
the Missouri Pacific, the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain A Southern, the Texas 
ft Pacific and the Wabash. 
The significance of this understand­ 
ing can only' be realized when it is 
considered the Wells Fargo ft Co. 
Express is controlled, according to 
common information, by the Harri­ 
man and Rockefeller interests, while 
the Pacific Express la dominated by 
the Gould lines. 
The Missouri Pacific, It is under­ 
stood, holds 40 per cent of the Pacific 
Express stock and the W abash 
per 
cent, making 60 per cent for these two 
Gould lines. 
The remaining 40 per 
cent of the stock is owned by the 
Union Pacific. The Gould and Harri­ 
man lines own the Pacific Express, 
control resting with the Gould rail­ 
roads. 
The announcement that the Wells 
Fargo ft Co. Express would in July 
supersede the Pacific Express on the 
Missouri Pacific, the Iron Mountain, 
the Wabash and the Texas ft Pacific, 
caused the utmost surprise in railroad 
circler 
Although it was surmised the Wells 
Fargo. ft Co. Express had acquired 
control of the Pacific Express, the 
explanation given was that the Wells 
Fargo concern had obtained the con­ 
tract with the Gould lines by virtue 
of strenuous competition. 
The Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain 
system has recognized the Manufac­ 
turers' railway as a common carrier 
and will file tariffs with the interstate 
commerce commission. 
As the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, rather the Iron Moun­ 
tain, was the principal objector to 
recognition of the Manufacturers' rail­ 
way, this decision means, in all prob­ 
ability, that the Manufacturers' rail­ 
way will obtain $4.50 a car for all 
traffic it handles and that this allow­ 
ance for terminal service will be de­ 
tected from the through rate. 
However, the tariff cannot become 
effective until the 
interstate com­ 
merce commission declares the Man­ 
ufacturers' railway to be a common 
carrier. When this is done, the Man­ 
ufacturers' will be In the same class 
as the Terminal Railroad association.

Philadelphia Mission, Save Col- 
' iectlvely $6,000. 


Taught habits of thrift at S t Mar­ 
tha’s mission, E ighth afreet and Sny­ 
der avenue, the children who attend 
the mission, about 300 
in 
number, 
have saved, collectively $6,000 in the 
last few years. 
This statement was made by Dea­ 
coness Colepbury in an address in the 
church house, Twelfth 
and 
Walnut 
streets, to social workers. The speak­ 
er told of the personal and human 
side of settlement work and described 
the work of the mission in Its efforts 
to bring about "neighborhood improve­ 
m ent" 
One of the first things taught the 
children of the neighborhood was to 
be thrifty. Deaconess Colesbury told 
of one little fellow, less than ten years 
old, who had profited by the lesson. 
He told proudly of the sum he bad 
saved from the pennies given to him, 
and when asked to tell why he saved. 
said: 
"Well, some day I might grow up 
and then I might get married and then 
some day I might be out of work." 
The mission has done other things 
for the children of the neighborhood, 
too, and has a splendid record tor its 
nine years of existence at its present 
location. A substation of the free pub­ 
lic library has been opened there, a 
Mspensary has been 
provided 
and 
there are two playgrounds, where 300 
children played every day last sum­ 
mer.
